1 . PORTUGUESE DELEGATION CIRCULATED JANUARY 6 TO USNATO, 

FRG DELEGATION TO NATO AND INTERNATIONAL STAFF ITS LIST 
OF EQUIPMENT NEEDS FOR THE PURTUGUESE ARMY'S NEW NATO 
BRIGADE. IN PROVIDING LIST TO DEPUTY DEFENSE ADVISOR 
(DEPDEFAD), PORTUGUESE DELEGATION FIRST SECRRETARY CATARINO 
SAID THAT HE WOULD ASK THE INTERNATIONAL STAFF TO DISTRI-

BUTE THE LIST TO OTHER MEMBERS OF THE AD HOC GROUP ON 
MILITARY ASSISTANCE TO PORTUGAL AND TURKEY (ALL 
REMAINING DPC MEMBERS) IN THE NEAR FUTURE. THIS IS 
PRECISELY THE ACTION THAT WE HAVE URGED (REF 
TELECON ASSISTANT SECRETARY HARTMAN AND AMBASSADOR, 

4 JANUARY 1977), FOR IT REMOVES THE LAST BUREAU- 
CRATIC ARGUMENT FOR INACTION BASED ON THE CLAIM THAT 
THE PORTUGUESE HAVE NOT FORMALLY STATED THEIR EQUIP- 
MENT NEEDS. IN FACT, THE FORMAL PORTUGUESE STATE- 
MENT OF NEEDS NOW AVAILABLE TO THE US AND FRG, AND 
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SOON TO BE ISSUED TO OTHER ALLIES, IS IN ALL SUBS- 
TANTIVE RESPECTS IDENTICAL TO THE LIST OF EQUIPMENT 
NEEDS WHICH SHAPE PROVIDED TO ALL ALLIES SEVERAL 
MONTHS AGO AND WHICH, WE UNDERSTAND, IS BEING USED 
FOR ON-GOING WORK IN WASHINGTON AND, PRESUMABLY, 
OTHER CAPITALS. THE TEXT OF THE EQUIPMENT LIST 
FOLLOWS IN PARA 4, BELOW. 

2. THE FORMAL DELIVERY BY PORTUGAL OF THE EQUIP 
MENT LIST THAT HAS BEEN AVAILABLE FOR SOME TIME DOES 
MOVE THE NATO ACTION BACK TO THE ALLIES' SIDE OF THE 
NET. RECOGNIZING THE IMPORTANCE OF IMPARTING THE 
MAXIMUM APPEARANCE OF ALLIANCE- WIDE COOPERATION IN 
PROVIDING ASSISTANCE TO THE PORTUGUESE AND, AT THE 
SAME TIME, THE CENTRAL REALITY THAT THE US AND FRG 
MUST PROVIDE THE VAST BULK OF SUCH ASSISTANCE, WE 
FORESEE THE NEED FOR THE FOLLOWING STEPS, TAKEN AS 
A MATTER OF URGENCY: 

A. US DETERMINATION OF THE EQUIPMENT IT IS 
WILLING TO PROVIDE. WE RECOGNIZE THAT WORK IS 
CURRENTLY IN PROGRESS IN WASHINGTON ON THIS QUESTION, 
AND URGE ITS EARLY COMPLETION. IN THIS REGARD, WE 
UNDERSTAND THAT GENERAL HAIG IS SENDING HIS USEUCOM 
J-4/7 (MGEN RYDER) TO WASHINGTON ON OR ABOUT 
JANUARY 10 TO ASSIST IN UNRAVELLING ANY SNARLS THAT 
MAY BE IMPEDING SPEEDY DETERMINATION. 

SECRET 
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B. US -FRG COORDINATION TO INSURE THAT THE TWO 
MAJOR NATIONAL CONTRIBUTIONS WILL NOT OVERLAP OR 
CREATE ABOIDABLE LACUNAE. THE FRG DELEGATION TO 
NATO, ACTING UNDER INSTRUCTIONS, HAS SUGGESTED TH 
US THAT THIS SHOULD TAKE PLACE IN BRUSSELS, SUPPORTED 
BY TECHNICAL EXPERTS FROM WASHINGTON AND BONN. WHILE 
WE BELIEVE THIS IS FEASIBLE, WE BELIEVE IT WOULD BE 
EASIER DONE IN WASHINGTON OR BONN. 

C. FOLLOWING US FRG COORDINATION, A COOPERATIVE 
EFFORT BY THE US AND FRG, AT NATO HEADQUARTERS AND 
IN CAPITALS OT PERSUADE OTHER ALLIES TO PROVIDE 
ASSISTANCE TO THE EXTENT THEY ARE ABLE. 

D. WE SHOULD THEN HAVE A MEETING OF THE NATO 

AD HOC GROUP ON MILITARY ASSISTANCE TO PORTUGAL AND 
TURKEY. ALLIES COULD USE THIS FORUM TO ANNOUNCE 
THEIR INTENTIONS TO PROVIDE ASSISTANCE ALTHOUGH SUCH 
A MEETING WOULD BE NON-SUBSTANTIVE IN TERMS OF 
DEVELOPING NEW POSITIONS OR PERSUADING ALLIES, IT 
WOULD SERVE THE IMPORTANT PURPOSE OF LENDING THE 
MAXIMUM ALLIANCE COLORATION TO THE ENTIRE EFFORT. 

E. FOLLOWING THIS, WE SUGGEST THAT SACEUR 
SHOULD BE ASKED BY THE AD HOC GROUP TO ASSIST IN 
COORDINATING THE ASSISTANCE PROVIDED BY ALLIES, SO 
THAT THE PORTUGUESE ARE APPRISED OF NUMBERS, 
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DELIVERY TIMES, SUPPORT AND TRAINING ARRANGE- 
MENTS, ETC. IN A COMPREHENSIVE PACKAGE. SINCE 
SACEUR/USCINCEUR WILL BE CONTINUING TO WORK ON THIS 
LEVEL OF TECHNICAL DETAIL, WE FORESEE NO LOST TIME 
OR MOMENTUM IN RETURNING THE PRIMARY ACTION TO 
MILITARY CHANNELS AFTER ALLIES HAVE HAD AN 
OPPORTUNITY TO STATE THEIR INTENTIONS IN AN ALLIANCE 
CONTEXT.

4. BEGIN TEXT OF PORTUGUESE BRIGADE EQUIPMENT LIST 

ARMY 

1 . ATTACHED ARE FOUR LISTS - A.B.C, AND $ - CONCERNING 

THE EQUIPMEHT NECESSARY FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF THE NEW NATO 
BRIGADE. 

2. LIST A INCLUDES THE MAIN EQUIPMENT NECESSARY FOR THE 
SETTING UP OF THE BRIGADE. 

3. LIST B COMPRISES THE EQUIPMENT INDICATED IN LIST A TO 

BE SUPPLIED THROUGH EXTERNAL AID. IT DOES NOT INCLUDE THEREFORE: 
SECRET 
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(1) THE EQUIPMENT AY ATT. ABIE FOR THE PURPOSE IN THE POR- 
TUGUESE ARMY. SUCH AS INDIVIDUAL EQUIPMENTS, RIFLES, LIGHT MACHI- 
NE-GUNS, MORTARS 120, ETC; 

(2) SOME LIGHT EQUIPMENT WHICH MAY TURN OUT TO BE NECES- 
SARY BUT WHICH HAS NOT YET BEEN SPECIFIED, - EITHER BECAUSE THAT 

IS DEPENDENT ON KNOWLEDGE OF THE ACTUAL QUANTITIES AND MODELS OF 
THE EQUIPMENT WHICH WILL BE SUPPLIED (E.G. MAINTENANCE "KITS", 

S ANTIARY EQUIPMENT, ETC.), - OR BECAUSE IT IS NECESSARY FIRST OF 
ALL TO DEFINE THE DETAILED ORGANIC TABLES OF THE VARIOUS SUB-UNITS 
AND THE LATTER IS ONLY POSSIBLE ONCE THE TYPES OF EQUIPMENT TO BE 
SUPPLIED ARE KNOWN (E.G. CAMPAIGN TENTS, ETC.); 

(3) AMMUNITION, THE ESTIMATE FOR WHICH HAS TO BE STUDIED 

ONCE THE TYPES OF WEAPONS WHICH WILL ACTUALLY EQUIP THE BRIGADE 
IS KNOWN. 

4. LIST C SPECIFIES A SUPLEMENTARY ALLICATION OF THE MOST 
IMPORTANT EQUIPMENT FOR TRAINING PURPOSES SO AS TO PERMIT TRAI- 
NING AND REFRESHER COURSES OF OFFICERS AND NCO'S. THE LIST CON- 
TAINS TWO HYPOTHESIS: THE FIRST ONE, OORE EXTENSIVE. IS WAHT 
WOULD BE DESIRABLE; THE SECOND ONE, MORE LIMITED, JUST BE 
CONSIDERED AS AN INDISPENSABLE MINIMUM. 

5. LIST D CONCERNS NBC EQUIPMENT. THE PORTUGUESE ARMY STAFF 

HAS NOT THE INFORMATION AT ITS DISPOSAL WHICH WOULD PERMIT A REA- 
SONED ESTIMATE OF THE NEEDS FOR THE BRIGADE. IT HAS DONE NO MORE 
THEREFORE THAN INDICATE THE ELEMENTS WHICH IT BELIEVES WILL PERMIT 
SUCH AN ESTIMATE TO BE MADE BY BODIES WITH MORE EXPERIENCE, FOR 
INSTANCE IN THE FRAMEWORK OF SHAPE. 

6. THE NEED OF EXTERNAL AID FOR THE TOTALITY OF VEHICLES IS 

DUE TO THE FACT THAT THE PORTUGUESE ARMY HAS AT PRESENT ABOUT 200 
DIFFERENT MODELS OF VEHICLES, WHICH GIVES RISE TO MAINTENANCE PRO- 
BLEMS OF VERY DIFFICULT SOLUTION. CONSEQUENTLY IN ORDER THAT THE 
SAME PROBLEMS MAY NOT ARISE AT THE BRIGADE IT IS ESSENTIAL THAT 
THE LATTER MUST BE EQUIPED WITH THE MINIMUM NUMBER OF MODELS AND 
MAKES OF VEHICLES. ON THE OTHER HAND THE EXISTING VEHICLES IN THE 
SECRET 
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PORTUGUESE ARMY ARE INDISPENSABLE FOR THE TERRITORIAL UNITS AND 
CAN NOT BE DIVERTED TO THE UNITS OF THE BRIGADE.

LUTION IS CONSIDERED PREFERABLE.
